The Debate in the Senate, yesterday, upon th# Bill to 
Incntftse the Capital of tho Common wealth Bank, was 
warm, even to personality. 
Mr W in,marsh, of Bristol, 
movud to lay the loll on the table, and to have it printed 
Mn«»rs Dorr and Fairbanks, of Boston, opposed the 
motion,upon the ground tlmt it would occasion a .h-l ty, 
which would be injurious to the public, inasmuch a* a 
l«tg# amount of capital, accruing from the Custom House 
d poxits were now locked up in the vaults of the bonk, 
which w 1# restricted hy low from discounting beyond a 
certain propoition to its sta,«d capital of $500,000. 
Mr W hit mar h, of Bristol, urged delay till the number 
of new applications for hank charters should he ascertain- 
ed, when the Sen ire would have the entire subject of 
banking capital !>efnre them, and would be lie (ter able to 
judge where, and by whom, it was wanted, cr needed. 
He was nut prepared to act upon the bill, till he eottld 
learn the condition of the bank« generally, and lie also in­ 
timated an opinion that there wuh banking capital enough 
locked up in incorporations. 


Mr Fairbanks went into some intricate calculations to 
«•how that mora capital was needed, and in no very indi­ 
rect term* hint* *!, that Mr VV hitmarsh was not too well 
informed upon the subject. 


Mr Cushing, of Norf dk, followed Mr Faiibnnk«, hy 


touching upon the imputation of ignorance cast upon Mr 
W hitmarsh; he had his doubts whether it were quite dec­ 
orous; I ut if Mr YVhitmarsh were liable to the charge of 
ignorance, he himself was al-o, a» lie particioited in his 
views. 
Before passing the bill, lie was desirous that the 
Senate should establish some general principles, which 
should be applicable to nil the banks now in existence, or 
which may lie hereafter established.
